Chambersburg 
street, 
recalled 
the 
celebrations the steak nts at G ettys­ 
burg College is cd to hold on W ash­ 
ington’s birthday. 
“Young and old alike in G ettysburg 
looked forward to W ashington’s birth­ 
day with great deal of interest when 
the students at College used to cele­ 
brate 
the 
event,” 
Mr. 
Spangler 
reminisced. 
“There was real celebrating then, 
with the jiarode by the students, thr­ 
one event looked 
forward to 
with 
great interest by everyone in town, 
particularly the young people. 
And 
th at parade was something worth see­ 
ing. 
“The students spent time and money 
getting ready for it. 
Many of the 
collegians sent to Baltimore, Philadel­ 
phia and other cit r*s for costumes for 
the parade, while some of the sto­ 
llen ta dressed themselves in all kinds 
of fantastic clothes for the event. 
“There were always a number of 
students im personating George W ash­ 
ington, wearing rented costumes of 
Colonial times. 
Then, too, some of 
the students sent away for uniforms 
of Continental arm y soldiers, giving 
the w’hok* affair a real touch of the. 


Revolutionary 
epoch. 
Other 
his­ 
torical characters were portrayed by 
the paraders. 
Those students 
w'ho 
concocted their own costumes for the 
parade 
usually appeared 
in 
comic- 
dress. 
“The parade usually took place in 
the forenoon. All of the public schools 
were closed for the day and crowd-; 
of children gathered a t the College 
gates waiting for the parade to start. 
The students covered 
most of the 
principal streets of town before re­ 
turning to College. 
“ Snow w*as the one thing which 
kept the students from holding then- 
annual W ashington’s birthday parade. 
They knew- before they .started that 
it w'as useless to attem pt to march 
through town, because they wore sure 
to be snowballed. 
Sometimes 
they 
paraded in unite of the anticipated 
finish, but more often the parade was 
called off when snow covered 
the 
ground. 
Of course, that was when 
no College student was allowed to 
cross the Tiber from th** campus a ft­ 
er sundown.” 
According to Mr. Spangler the last 
of the student Washington birthday 
pa ratios was held between 20 and 25 
years ago. 
“They just died a natural 
death, probably because the parades 
w’ere becoming too expensive to the 
students who had to rent Colonial 
costumes for the occasion,” said the 
restaurater.
